Present claims 40-44 relate to compounds defined by reference to a 
desirable characteristic or property, namely that they modulate the 
interaction between pRb and E2F, and that they may be identified by one 
of the claimed in silico sceening or modeling methods. 

The claims cover all compounds having this characteristic or property, 
whereas the application provides support within the meaning of Article 6
